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J How Stonewall Jackson Died. 

Stonewall Jackson, who, next, 
to Lee, was perhaps the most 
distinguished general of the Con- 
federacy, died fifty years ago 
May 10, as the result of wounds 
received at the Battle of Chan- 
cellorsville, May 2, 1863. In the 
confusion of the battle and fall- 
ing dusk he was shot down by 
Southern troops, 



1h recovered In the manure and goes 
to enrich the lund. Hay from the legu- 
minous crops— clover, lupines, alfalfa, 
cowpen, etc.— contains about twice the 
quantity of digestible protein that hay 
from the grasses docs. The seeds of 
these plants (cowpen, soy bean, etc.) 
are exceedingly rich In protein and can 
take the place of expensive commer- 
cial feeds. By growing and -deeding 
more leguminous crops the amount of 
grain required Is diminished, the value 
of the manure Is Increased, and the soil 
Is enriched in fertility. 

The byproducts resulting from the 
manufacture of flour, glucose, starch, 
cottonseed oil, linseed oil, fermented 
liquors, etc., nre extensively used for 
feeding purposes and include many of 
the richest and most prized feeding 
stuffs. Hominy chop, meal and feed 
result from the manufacture of hominy 
and contain the gum and coarser por- 
tions of the corn. 

The establishment of beet sugar fac- 
tories in this country has led to the 
production of immense quantities of 
sugar beet pulp ns a waste material. 
Professor Thomas Slmw expresses his 
belief that sugar beet pulp can be fed 
more ndvautageously to cattle and 
sheep that are being fattened than to 
glairy cows. The New York Cornell 
Experiment station, however, found 
that tills material gave good results 
with' milk cows, lu practice about ten 
pounds of pulp per day nre fed to sheep 
and^lfty to seventy-five pounds to cat- 
tle. The amount In the lutter case, 
however, is said to depend on the cat- 
tle, and more may be given up to 100 
pounds If they will eat It. The pulp 
is believed to effect a considerable sav- 
ing In the amount of grain required for 
fattening. 

Sugar beet pulp can be successfully 
preserved In silos and makes a very 
fair quality of silage. It Is relished by 
cattle, even the slightly spoiled por- 
tions not being distasteful to them. 
As the sugar beet crop Is an exhaustive 
one and the fertility of the soil can be 
maintained by feeding the pulp It be- 
comes quite an Important matter that 
farmers growing sugar beets should 
combine with It the feeding of the pulp 
where practicable. 

Molasses Is another product of the 
beet sugar manufacture which ac- 
cumulates In large quantities. Id Eu- 
rope It has been found to possess con- 
siderable vnluc for feeding. For this 
purpose It has been raided with peat, 
dried blood, beet pulp or with a mix- 
ture of feeding stuffs, such as bran 
and palm nut meal, in order that It 
might be more conveniently handled. 

The effect of drying hay is not to 
lessen Its digestibility, as Is often be- 
lieved. Hay stored for a long time, 
when *tpt dry and not allowed to 
heat, appears to lose a part of Its val- 
ue as food. 

Experiments abroad have Indicated 
that cooking or steaming coarse or un- 
palatable food was advantageous, riot 
on account of making the food more 
nutritious, but In inducing the animals 
to eat larger quantities of It In ten 
trla'ls made by experiment stations 
there has not only been no gain from 
cooking, but there has been a positive

I N judging the vnlue of a Teedlng 
standard for animals it should 
be borne lu mind that feeding 
standards are simply a concise 
and approximate statement of the 
amounts of the different nutrients v(\ 
qulrcd by animals, as Indicated by the ’ 
results of experiments and observa- 
tion. They are intended to apply to 
■ the average conditions. The local con- 
ditions will have much to do In de- 
termining how closely the feeder can 
afford to adhere to the standard. 

The standard for a cow of 1,000 
pounds weight and giving sixteen and 
oue-hulf pounds (about eight quarts) 
of milk per day calls for two pounds of 
proteiifc eleven pounds of carbohy- 
drates, and four-tenths pound of fat, 
which would furnish 2(1,850 calories of 
heut, but ns the carbohydrates and fat 
serve practically the snme purpose in 
nutrltiou an excess of one may make 
up for a slight deficiency of the other. 

In making allowance for tho differ- 
ence In ir.ilk yield of different cows 
a uniform bnsul ration cau be fed to all 
tlie cows and the amount of the rich-
